The Applicants' arguments presented regarding the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 have been fully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive: 

The Examiner maintains that "establishing" a "two-way trusted communication link with an authenticated user" appears to be a decision 
based on whether or not the user is authenticated and further depending on a list of application servers associated with a client identifier. 
Neither independent claim mentioned above communicates (presents the result "establishment of the link") to the user. Nor is any 
indication of such "established communication" stored anywhere in memory. 

"Establishment of communication" between two entities (a server and an authenticated user, in this case), by itself is not considered 
"tangible". The link may become tangible when it is used to transfer/move elements between the two entities, which is not presently 
recited in the rejected independent claims. 

Applicants' arguments that, "Gudbjartsson does not disclose or suggest an authentication server adapted to establish a two-way trusted 
communication link for access by an authenticated user to a list of application servers associated with a client identifier", have been fully 
considered but are not deemed persuasive. Reed is relied upon for the teaching of authenticated users accessing a list of application 
servers (see Reed, figures 30, 31 A, and 31 B, and see column 103, lines 61-67, and column 104, lines 24-30.) Further, the Examiner 
would like to point out that "establishing access for the authenticated user to access a list of servers" is recited as an "intended use" which 
does not necessarily mean that the user's accessing the list is indeed a required functionality of the claim. The cited references teach 
authenticated users connected to the system through a secure, two-way communications system, which from the standpoint of the recited 
claims (intended use) satisfies the claim(s) requirements. 
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
